To the Inhabitants of the Town of Henniker, in the 
County of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs. : 

You are hereby notified to meet at Town’s Meeting 
House, in said Henniker, on Tuesday, the eleventh day of 
March next at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 

ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the year ensuing. 

ART. 2. Toraise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation of the same. 

ART. 3. To see how much money the town will raise 
to repair highways and bridges. 

ART. 4. To see how much money the town will raise 
for schools other than that required by law. 

ART. 5. To see how much money the town will raise 
towards paying its indebtedness. 

ArT. 6. ‘To see how much money the town will raise, 
in addition to that required by law, for the support and 
inaintenance of the Public Library. 

ArT. 7. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise to be used in the observance of Memorial Day. 

Art. 8. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise for the building and repairing of sidewalks. 

ART. 9. To see if the town will vote to discount all 
taxes paid on or before June rst, three per cent.; all taxes 
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paid on or before August 1st, two per cent.; all taxes paid 
on or before October rst, one per cent. 


ArT. 10. ‘To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise for electric lights, or pass any vote relating thereto. 


ART. 11. To see how much money the town will vote 
to be raised in the observance of Old Home Week. 


ART. 12. To see if the town will vote to discontinue 


the highway leading ‘from Norman Matthew’s to Deering 
line. 


ART. 13. Tosee if the town will vote to discontinue 
the road from Plummer Cemetery across the falls, past 
Dustin place, to the intersection of Nathaniel Page road. 


ART. 14. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise to purchase school supplies. 


. ART. 15. To see if the town will continue with its 
present system for the repair of highways, or pass any vote 
relative thereto. 


ART. 16. Tosee how much money the town will vote 
to raise for the maintenance of its fire department. 


ART. 17. To see if the town will vote to set apart a 
portion of the town common for a play ground. 


ART. 18. To see if the town will vote to put in any 
additional reservoirs for protection against fire or for any 
other purpose, or pass any vote relative thereto.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


In submitting its annual report the Board of Health 
desires to announce to the public of Henniker that al- 
though many improvements have been inaugurated during 
the past twelve months, much yet remains to be accom- 
plished and the assistance of all who desire health and 
cleanliness is invoked towards that end. Good fortune has 
attended us during the past year, but we desire to call your 
attention to a few facts. 

First.—The public dumping ground is for PuBsLic USE: 
No person may have upon his premises vegetable or/animal 
niatter in process of, or liable to decay, and all who have 
such, either in the shape of swill or other refuse must cart 
it to the Public Dump where it will be burned. Parties 
not owning teams may notify the Board of Health and all 
refuse, offal and garbage will at once be removed. It is 
imperative that none be thrown into the river or deposited 
in a public place other than the “Dump.” 

Second.—Vaccination being compulsory, the Board of 
Health has no choice in the matter. Recent legislation has 
imposed new duties upon health officers. One particularly 
emphatic, is the enforcement of the law relating to the vac- 
cination of school children, which is as follows: ‘No child 
shall attend any public, parochial, or private school unless 
he has been vaccinated, or has had the smallpox, and this 
section shall be enforced by the board of health.’—Sect. 2, 
Chap. 93, Public Statutes. 

Parents and guardians can be of great assistance in 
helping the Board to perfect this safeguard against a_ thor- 
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oughly loathsome disease. We are confident that could 
everyone see a severe case of smallpox there would be no 
prejudice against vaccination. 

Third.—It is the public duty of everyone to at once 
report contageous diseases, and for their information we 
publish the following extracts from the laws of the state:— 

‘Whenever any person knows or has any reason to 
believe that any member of his family or household (board- 
er, roomer, or visitor) has either smallpox, diphtheria, 
membranous croup, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, measles, or 
any other malignant communicable disease, he shall, within 
twenty-four hours, if no physician is in attendance, give 
notice thereof to the local board of health of the town or 
city in which he resides, and such notice shall be giveu 
either verbally to one of the health officers, or by a commu- 
nication addressed to the board of health and duly mailed 
within the time specified.” 

“No parent, guardian, person, or persons having the 
custody of any child, shall permit such child, if infected 
with any communicable disease, or has been exposed to 
such, to attend any public or private school.” 

Fourth.—We would respectfully recommend that a 
public sewerage system be established throughout the vil- 
lage, in order that we may do away with the obnoxious and 
dangerous surface drainage (cesspools are but little better ) 
which is a menace to health, especially so during the sum- 
mer months, at a time when the place is crowded with peo- 
ple from abroad. 

During the past year, in addition to the regular routine 
work, the Board has performed the following duties : 

Nuisances abated—one. 
Disinterment permits granted—two. 
Diphtheria patients cared for—four. 
Residences quarantined—two. 
Public schools closed—two weeks.

Buildings disinfected—three. 
Reports to State Board—eight. 

January 6th, 1902, it was reported that Emma Moran, 
a pupil in the public school, was ill with malignant diph- 
theria (she died the same day). ‘The Board of Health im- 
mediately closed the village schools for two weeks, and at 
once thoroughly disinfected the school building from base- 
ment to attic. Fortunately there was no spreading of this 
disease. 

Also physicians’ outfits for the collection of evidence 
in suspected cases of diphtheria, tuberculosis and typhoid 
fever, and forwarding the same to the State Laboratory for 
examination, were placed in the drug store of W. N. 
Whitney. 

Also investigated the most improved methods of disin- 
fecting, as used in the city of Manchester, N. H., and pur- 
chased an outfit suitable for that purpose, which was after- 
wards tried here upon two occasions, with excellent and 
most gratifying results. 

Knowing that eternal vigilance is the price we must 
pay for health, let us each keep an eye open for the unclean 
thing, and when discovered at once remove it, or notify the 
Board or Health of its existence.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


In presenting the annual report required by law, the 
Board would say that in the past year we have been con- 
fronted with conditions in most respects similar to those 
with which we have had to contend during the last decade 
and perhaps longer. The trend of population has been 
continued away from the farms and the hills and toward 
the village, the city and manufacturing centre. There is 
something almost pathetic inthe consideration of the thought 
that the merry voices of troops of children are no longer 
heard issuing from the doors of our rural institutions of 
learning and that the unwritten legend which might be 
placed in front of our unoccupied farm houses and over the 
entrance to our deserted school houses would be “the old 
folks died and their children moved away.” If this move- 
ment is to continue and we can see no signsof its cessation, 
“the little red school house” as a nursery for future great- 
ness, and a factor in our modern civilization, will, like the 
Stage coach, the sickle and “‘the man with a hoe” be rele- 
gated to the rear of the procession. 

The poor boy or the poor girl living back on the hills, 
perhaps the only child of school age for miles around, is 
entitled by all considerations of justice, equity and public 
welfare to just as good an education as the pampered son: 
or daughter of the wealthy resident of the village or the 
city. How to give it to them isthe question that is puzzling 
the best educational thought of New England today. The 


40) 
intention is here—the means are lacking. It is no satis- 
factory solution of the problem to argue that the teacher 
with few pupils can give more time and thought to the 
individual than can the teacher of the grades in the village 
school. 

Our Board must plead guilty to the partial entertain- 
ment of this idea during the past two years when the grades 
have been given a school year six weeks in excess of the 
rural district. It has not been their policy, however, to place 
the division schools in the hands of cheap, incompetent 
or unexperienced teachers. If children could look forward 
into the future as readily as adults can look backward, and 
realize the importance of the opportunities of childhood, 
then the small school under the good teacher would take 
high rank. But the average child lives in the present 
tense, as we believe he should, and needs the competition 
of other children in the same tense to stimulate him to his 
best efforts, so we believe that where conditions will admit 
we are doing a benefit instead of an injury in closing the 
very small school and transporting its pupils to a place 
where incentives to effort are not wholly lacking. 

By request of some of the patrons of the school at West 
Henniker, and as it appeared that the number in attendance 
would be small, the school in that division was discontin- 
ued and transportation secured for the pupils to the Cen- 
tral School. By this course, quite a sum of money has 
been saved to the town and we think the arrangement has 
been satisfactory toall. The same course as heretofore has 
been continued in the Hemlock Corner division. Of the 
five schools outside the village maintained during the win- 
ter term just closed, four have been very small, and one of 
these, according to present appearances, will be still small- 
er if continued next term. 

In accordance with the decision of the highest legal 
authority in the state, we have been obliged to remit the 


4] 

tuition formerly charged the pupils in our High School, and 
its whole expense since the beginning of the present school 
year, and in future years as well, must be borne by the 
tax-payers of the town, instead of partly by the patrons of 
the school, as in the past. While believing that the princi- 
ple of the new law is just and equitable, we also believe if 
the present standard of the school is maintained, that larger 
appropriations are absolutely necessary. $525.00 was the av- 
erage sum realized from tuitions annually, during the last 
five years, and this amount should be raised by increased 
taxation. The roll of honor and the statistical table follow- 
ing are for the year ending June, Igor.
